guarded corridor talk of an 
eventual attempt to displace the 
leader. 


Six years ago, almost to the 


day, Dirksen was on the Senate 
floor, arguing the case for Ken- 
nedy in the struggle over ratifi- 
cation of the limited nuclear 
test ban treaty. 


He had not, Dirksen said, lost 


faith in his President. "Take 
one little step with some hope 
and some faith," he^rged in the 
familiar, organ-tone" voice. The 
Senate did.

THE WELL CHILD® 


Dirt Imbedded in Skin 
Needs Prompt Removal 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


A child's fall in the school- 


yard or elsewhere may re- 
sult in dirt or cinders being 
ground into the skin. If the 
mother 
or nurse fails to 


scrub the dirt out because of 
the child's screaming, a tat- 
toolike scar may result. This 
can prove embarrassing in 
later life, especially if the 
wound is on the face. 


Wounds of this kind should 


be cleaned thoroughly as 
soon after the accident as 
possible. If the procedure is 
very painful, it should be 
done under an anesthetic by 
a surgeon. If allowed to heal 
with the dirt still present, 
the only remedy would be to 
replace the tattoo with a 
skin graft. 


Q—My son, 13, is over- 


weight and tires very easily. 
I took thyroid pills all the 
time I was carrying him. Do 
you think he could have a 
thyroid deficiency? 


A—Thyroid deficiency in 


childhood may result from 
thyroid medication taken by 
the mother 
during preg- 


nancy. Tests of thyroid func- 
tion should be made on your 
son so that, if needed, he 
may 
be 
treated 
without 


further delay. 


Q—My little boy frequent- 


ly tells me he is cold. He will 
lie down for 10 or 15 min- 
utes, then say he is all right. 
The doctor can't find any- 
thing wrong with him. What 
could cause this? 


A—This may be a sign of 


thyroid deficiency, anemia 
or fatigue. Let your doctor 
make further tests to deter- 
mine the cause.

until recently, but now she 
has started to stutter. What 
can be done to stop this? 


A—All c h i 1 ti r e a stutter 


when they are excited. It is 
only when parents or teach- 
ers call their attention to 
this that they become self- 
conscious about their speech. 
When your daughter stut- 
ters, you should listen quiet- 
ly without any show of con- 
cern. If she doesn't outgrow 
the habit by the time she is 
6, she may have to have 
speech therapy. 


Q—Our daughter, 2, sucks 


her thumb. We would like to 
nip this habit in the bud. 
What do you advise? 


A—Since a happy child 


who feels she is well-loved 
will outgrow this habit be- 
fore she reaches school age, 
the best treatment is to ig- 
nore the habit but not the 


child.

Interior Secretary Carl L. Klein 
of Washington, spoke at the 
Ground Water Resources Insti- 
tute seminar at Winrock Farms, 
home of Gov. Winthrop Rocke- 
feller, who is a member of the 
institute's Board of Trustees. 


Luce said the commission 


would 
recommend legislation 


"to provide an adequate legal 
mechanism for the management 
of ground water resources in 
the most intelligent way." 


Luce and Klein agreed that 


ocean water eventually would 
play a larger role in replenish- 
ing the nation's fresh water sup- 
ply. 


Klein said that most of the 


same types of pollutants that 
affect surface water eventually 
would affect ground water with 
greater impact and longer last- 
ing harm. 


He identified pollutants as 


surface disposal of domestic

(AP) — A new explosion of vio« 
lence threatened in Belfast to- 
day, and British troops moved 
into the center of the city after 
a young Protestant was killed

Army officials said the man 


was killed by unknown gunmen 
firing from a car, A companion 
was wounded and taken to a 
hospital. Police said windows of 
the house were broken and 
three 
unexploded 
gasoline 


bombs lay near the dead man's 
body. 


Neighbors identified him as 


Jack Todd, 23, a member of a 
Protestant "peace patrol." Sev- 
eral 
policemen 
have been 


patrolling 
Belfast 
since last 


month's riots. 


An angry Protestant crowd 


gathered after the shooting and 
army patrols rushed to the 
scene, but Joseph McKeague, 
chairman of the Shankill De- 
fense Association, a militant 
Protestant group, persuaded the 
crowd to disperse. 


The army said it was leaving 


the investigation to the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary which post- 
ed men armed with automatic 
weapons at each end of the 
street. The police said they 
were treating the case as mur- 
der at this stage. 


The shooting took place In a 


district in west Belfast where 
both Protestants and Roman 
Catholics live. The area has 
been one of the flashpoints in re- 
cent riots and today some Cath-

more barricades on the streets. 


For the first time in the capi- 


tal, British troops fired tear gas 
cartridges Sunday at a Protes- 
tant crowd of about 3,000 that 
threatened to invade a Catholic 
district.

their barricades but scattered 
when the gas went off. 


The clash was the first be- 


tween British troops and the 
Northern Irish since the army 
moved in to take control after 
the fighting last month between 
Catholics and Protestants.

U.S. Envoy 
Is Set Free 
in Brazil

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - 


U,S, Ambassador C. Burke El- 
brick said today his kidnapers 
kept their faces masked at all 
times during the four days they 
held him captive. He described 
them as "intelligent fanatics," 


"they were not the kind of 


people you would like to engage 
in an argument," he told a news 
conference less than a day after 
being freed in exchange for 15 
Brazilian political prisoners. 


The 61-year-old veteran diplo- 


mat said he had little Inkling of 
his abductors' "Ideological or- 
ientation," but added that they 
had nothing good to say about 
the Brazilian government. 


In their ransom note, the kid- 


napers Identified themselves as 
belonging to the National Liber- 
ation Action and the MR- 8. The 
number 8 represents Oct. 8, 
1967, the date of Cuban revolun- 
tlonary Ernest Che Guevara's 
death in Bolivia. 


Of his captivity, Elbrick told 


newsmen: 
"I have no com- 


plaints about my treatment aft- 
er the first night." 


Elbrick was pistol-whipped on 


the head when he resisted get- 
ting In the kidnapers car last 
Thursday. 


He said he was told about the 


reasons for the kidnaping "only 
in vague terms" and was not al- 
lowed to see any newspapers 
until Saturday afternoon, after 
the military junta agreed to the 
kidnapers demands. 


He speculated that the kidnap- 


ers did not want him to know 
they had threatened his life. 


Meantime, Brazilian security 


officials launched a widespread 
hunt for Elbrick's abductors. 
They searched several hours In 
the area where he was set free. 
Police sources said (at least a 
dozen persons were arrested.

James A. Pike, the former Epis- 
copal bishop of California, could 
have died from a fall, thirst 
heat, exhaustion, a heart attack 
or a combination of factors, po- 
lice sources said today. 


This assessment was based on 


a report by pathologists at Tel 
Aviv's 
Institute 
of Forensic 


Medicine. Details were not dis- 
closed. 


"It could have been the head 


injury, or maybe a heart attack, 
or thirst, or heat or just exhaus- 
tion—but probably a combina- 
tion of all these things. 


"There Is no way of telling 


how the wilderness can drive a 
man to death." 


Israeli authorities said the 


pathologists' report 'indicated 
that 56-year-old Pike'apparently 
died within hours of being part- 
ed from his wife after their au- 
tomobile got stuck In the desert 
near the Dead Sea a week ago. 


Police ruled out any possibili- 


ty of foul play In Pike's death. 


Pike was to be buried Monday 


afternoon in St. Peter's Ceme- 
tery at Jaffa, a suburb of Tel 
Aviv. 


His body was recovered Sun- 


day from a ledge of a deep can- 
yon about two miles from where 
his wife, Diane, 31, had left him 
to go for aid. He apparently had 
fallen from a c.liff. 


"There was no more appropri- 


ate place for Jim to die, if he 
had to die," said Mrs. Pike. She 
told newsmen her 56-year-old 
husband remarked before they 
set out on the trip: "If I die 
here, I will be happy and at 
peace." 


The Pikes came to the Holy 


Land to do research for a book 
on the life ofChrist. 


"And now Jim has died in the 


place where Jesus found conso- 
lation," she said. "The book 
must be finished. My brother 
and I will do it. It will be a me- 
morial to Jim."
